The Austrian cabinet sat in 
continuous session as Von Schu¬ 
schnigg conferred with Hitler at 
the German Fuehrer’s mountain 
retreat at Berchtesgaden, in Ba¬ 
varia. 

Franz von Papen, recalled as 
ambassador (o Austria In Hit¬ 
ler's drastic governmental shake- 
up a week ago, was also at Ber¬ 
chtesgaden, presumably partici¬ 
pating In the conferences. 

The meeting was arranged with 
the greatest secrecy. Von Schu¬ 
schnigg left Vienna ostensibly 
for Innsbruck, blit entered Ger¬ 
many from Salzburg.

power-dived 10,000 feet and hit 
the ship's bridge. 

"Others zoomed In from a lower 
altitude and finished the work. 
The Panay tank bow flrat in deep 
water. The Melhsla, which with 
the tankers Melting and Melan. 
had also been bombed, drifted 
over and sideswlped the Panay's 
bows. I stepped from the Panay 
to the Melhsla, as did others who 
were on the U.S. gunboat. Cap¬ 
tain Jorgensen ihouted that he 
had no deck officers and no crew, 
all of whom had been hurled Into 
the water. I worked the winch, 
the first I have ever worked, and 
raised the anchor. We picked up 
a number of Chinese from the 
water and then worked the tanker 
over to the other side of the river, 
making It fast to a pontoon. A 
company of Japanese soldiers 
were there. The Japanese planes 
came back and bombed their own 
soldiers, killing half a dozen. The; 
last bomb got me. 

"When I came to I found that 
bomb fragments Jiad nicked an 
artery In my neck. I was also 
wounded In the shoulder, chest 
mid legs.^ 

WALKING ACROSS CHINA 

"We then started to walk 
across China," Marshall said

Volunteers From Dominion 
Resting at Spanish East 
Coast After Big Battle

BENCASIM, Spain — Wounded 
members of the Spanish govern¬ 
ment army’s International Bri¬ 
gade, recuperating in this sunny 
IJttle seaside village, agreed they 
had seen the heaviest lighting of 
the war in the Kamel sector.

Karl Cannon of Toledo, O.. a 
member of the Mackenzle-Papin- 
eau Battalion, suffered a frac¬ 
ture of one artn after 23 days at 
the front. The Canadian battal¬ 
ion, he related, attacked from the 
front and . flank for two days 
after January 20, and “then the 
Fascists Just folded up." 

"An English company was at 
the rear and right, holding up 
throughout," he added. “The fel¬ 
lows agreed TeVuel was the worst 
we’d ever had because there was 
more concentration of artillery.”

German Agents 


JOSEPH ROSE 


THE DIPLOMATIC CORRESPONDENT 
1 of the Manchester Guardian has come 
Into possession of documents which prove 
the contention of many Informed Foreign Of¬ 
fices that Germany malntalna the most ef¬ 
ficient propaganda and espionage system in 
Africa and the Near East. 

Propaganda campaigns In this area, says 
the Guardian, were started by the Propa¬ 
ganda Ministry in collaboration with the For¬ 
eign Office and the Ministry of War as far 
back as 1935. A certain Dr. Ruedlger was 
put In charge of a special department. His 
staff was made up of young men studying 
Oriental languages. In April, 1935, 50 Ger¬ 
man agents were sent to Africa and the Near 
East. The Foreign Office was asked to give 
them all the assistance it could. 

“Our agents have received instructions 
and orders for their task," wrote Dr. Goeb- 
bels on May 16, 1935, to the Ministry of For¬ 
eign Affairs, “and we have informed our con¬ 
sular representatives at Haifa, Jaffa, Algiers, 
Agadir and Rabat. . , . We, too, are Of the 
opinion that success can only be achieved if 
the most Intensified propaganda effort Is 
concentrated on the natives. .. .* 

Toward the end of 1935 three groups of 
German propaganda agents arrived at Haifa, 
Jerusalem and Jaffa. There were 18 In all, 
each group consisting of six persons. Their 
main task was to conduct anti-Jewtsh propa¬ 
ganda on a Pan Islamic basis and to Incite 
the population against British rule. They 
were more than generously equipped with 
money, weapons and printed propaganda ma¬ 
terial. 

How successfully these Nazi agents 
worked is proven by the numbers of Jews 
and Arabs killed in Palestine during the last 
three years.

A/IR. BENNETT’S WANT-OF-CONFI- 
dence motion was put in the House at 
Ottawa yesterday and lost by a vote of 42 in 
favor and 132 against. Twenty-two Conserva¬ 
tives, 13 Social Crediters, and seven members 
of the Co-operative Commonwealth Federa¬ 
tion party voted for it. 

It will bj. recalled that Mr. Bennett pre¬ 
sented hisHnotion at the beginning of the 
debate on the Address in Reply to the Speech 
from the Throne in the usual form as an 
amendment. Its contents criticized the gov¬ 
ernment “for Its lack of constructive policies 
to remedy distress conditions in the country.” 

The mover of the amendment to the Ad¬ 
dress Is the former Prime Minister of the 
Conservative government which held office 
for its full constitutional term—from August, 
1930, to October, 1935—the same Mr. Ben¬ 
nett with whom prominent Conservatives 
and nearly every Conservative newspaper of 
influence In Canada have been pleading In¬ 
cessantly for a platform. 

Mr. Bennett in rounding up his 42 votes, 
rallied 13 members out of Social Credit's 
total representation of 17, the full roster 
of seven C.C.F.'s, and only a little more 
than half the members of his own 
party.

QNE OF GREAT BRITAIN’S NEW AND 
powerful combat planes has Just flown 
from Edinburgh to. London, 327 miles, In 48 
minutes—in the darkness of night. The 
average speed was 406.75 miles an hour at 
an average altitude of 17,000 feet 

Making what the Air Ministry declares 
was "undoubtedly” the fastest flight ever 
accomplished in a land plane, this was also 
the only flight ever made at night at a speed 
of more than 300 miles an hour.

CANADA AND/OR COMMONWEALTH 
From Canadian Forum. 

Lord Tweedsmulr has been getting Into 
trouble again, this time with our ultra 
loyalists. “A Canadian’s first loyalty," He 
said, “Is to Canada and not to the British 
Commonwealth of Nations.” Our Canadian 
Tory imperialists raise vehement objection 
to the implication In this statement that 
there could be any possible conflict between 
loyalty to Canada and loyalty to the Com¬ 
monwealth (by which, of course, la meant 
loyalty to Great Britain). In their way of 
thinking Canada automatically supports 
whatever Britain does. They quote against 
His Excellency the sentence in the 1926 re¬ 
port to the effect that in foreign policy the 
major responsibility rests now and must for 
some time continue to rest with the British 
Government—a sentence assented to by that 
eminent Canadian autonomist, Mr. Macken¬ 
zie King. Lord Tweedsmulr Is himself a 
British Tory Imperialist, and as such he 
hopes that when the day comes Canada will 
line up solidly behind Great Britain and will 
stay lined up to the last man and the last 
dollar. But he Is a vastly more intelligent 
Imperialist than the flag wavers and the 
table thuippers of the Toronto Empire Club, 
lie knows there is a growing number of 
Canadians, especially of younger Canadians, 
who do not relish this automatic lining up 
behind the Chamberlain government In the 
next war.

Premier Hepburn 
of Ontario badgered the Prime Minister to 
overrule the precedent set nearly 30 years 
ago, respected by successive Parliaments, 
and allow, solely on the government's own 
authority, the Issuance of new licenses. Mr. 
King flatly refused and told Mr. Hepburn 
that any decision ot this ktrrl would rest en¬ 
tirely with Parliament. 

The Ontario Premier ran a high tempera¬ 
ture for a few days but had to be satisfied 
’Slfh Mr. King's simple explanation that Par¬ 
liament still Is, and must continue to be, 
supreme in Canada. The bill just introduced, 
of course, will bring the recent controversy 
into the open again and enable members to 
'express their views. " -

Superintendent of Radio 
Gives Suggestions to Stop 
Interference 

E. J- Haughton, district super¬ 
intendent ol the radio branch, 
Department of Transport, stated 
today the department is conduct¬ 
ing a campaign to eliminate radio 
disturbances caused by household 
electrical appliances. 

Mr. Haughton said much of the 
radio Interference experienced Is 
caused by appliances, and In 
nearly all cases this can be elim¬ 
inated by suitable suppression 
units or filters, which are obtain¬ 
able at most radio retailers. 

All electrical switches; fuses, 
lamps and appliances may be con¬ 
veniently tested by a gentle tap¬ 
ping and, at the same time, listen¬ 
ing on a radio receiver to a rea 
sonably distant broadcast station. 
Any loose connection Will cause 
a click or buss. The defective 
electric wiring or appliance 
should be repaired by a compe¬ 
tent electrician. 

Lighting and heating appli¬ 
ances, such . as lamps,' stoves, 
Irons, heaters and warming pads, 
should cause no Interference 
when In good condition. 

Warming pads contain a then 
mostat, which may give an In¬ 
stantaneous click In the radio re¬ 
ceiver at each operation but, if It 
causes a buzz or continues Inter¬ 
ference, the pad Is defective and 
should be repaired or exchanged. 

Vacuum cleaners, refrigera¬ 
tors, sewing machines, furnace 
blowers, oil burners, food mixers, 
hair driers, and some toysmav be 
tested by listening to a reason¬ 
ably distant broadcast station and 
opWWJfijr'We apparatus Tii'ques¬ 
tion at the same time.

VANCOUVER — Within the 
short space of 12 years, air 
transportation on the Pacific 
coast has been developed by 
United Air Lines from a pioneer¬ 
ing enterprise to genuine leader- 
ship.

that the new method of allowing 
individual farmers to do tht» 
work is more economical, ft is 
also helping to allay some of the 
ill-feeling over pheasants which 
exists in rural areas. 

Pheasants are insect eaters. 
They only feed on grain or crops 
when there are!no insects to eat. 
The theory is that farmers rais¬ 
ing pheasants will pfoint this out 
to other farmers. It is also ex¬ 
pected that farmers will look 
more benignly on hunters if they 
benefit from their hunting.
